INSECTS 

One of the many mysteries of in- 
sect life is the manner m which the 
sex*es of certain species contrive to 
communicate with each other at 
long distances. The story of the 
oak egger moth is like a fairy tale. 
When the maiden emerges from the 
cocoon she may find herself im- 
prisoned in the chip box of the 
naturalist, in a smoky town many 
miles from the haunts of her kiD. 
Nevertheless, she at onee aunonnees 
her advent to her possible swains, 
then hovering over the far-away 
moorland. 

How is the communication made ? 
By what wireless telegraphy does 
the young female send the imperi- 
ous message that causes the egger 
gallants to desert their fragrant 
habitat, shane their course through 
a strange aud dusky wilderness of 
bricks aud mortar, find the identi- 
cal house, aud at last, laughing at 
locksmiths, cluster in masses round 
the tiny prison wherein the youug 
princess is iuterned? The facts are 
unquestioned; experiments design- 
ed u> bring shout these assemblings " 
and to test the distances the males 
will travel have often been made. 
But the in inner of communication 
remains to be discovered. 

The French naturalist, Fabre, 
says Current Opinion, with his 
infinite capacity for taking pains, 
devoted long periods to devising 
tests that should at last wring the 
secret from the breasts of the 
knightly oak eggers. He abandon- 
ed, of course, any hypotheses based 
on the faculties of sight and hear- 
ing; the sense of smell appeared 
lo be the only line of correspondence 
open. He tells us that he made bis 
study a very cbaruel house of 
horrible stenches; still the oak egg- 
ers came to their idol's jail. Fabre 
himself seems finally te>lean to the 
scent theory, but he plaiuly does so 
for want of a better. 

At the risk of stepping iu where 
the augels ot science fear to Head, 
or tread gingerly, Dr. H. Knight 
Horsfield, the English entomologist, 
ventures to make a suggestion. By 
what right, he asks, do we restrict 
insects to our own five senses? Five 
is an arbitrary number; in other 
realms of nature there may be five 
oi fifty thousand. 

A naval officer serving on the 
South America coast recently no- 
ticed that while his ship lay close in- 
shoie, using, its low-power wireless, 
the air became full of butterflies 
and othei winged insects, which 
quickly dispersed when the wireless 
stopped. It appears, says Dr. Hors- 
field, that some insects possess 
organs capable of responding to vi- 
brations that make no impression 
on our coarser oiganizaliou; it is 
fair to Infer that the male oak 
egger may be equipped with a re- 
el by which he reads the love 
message dispatched by the imprison- 
maiden in the chip box miles away.

Los Angeles has set a new high 
water mark in building activity, ac- 
cording to the report made by the 
City Building Department. Follow- 
ing are some of the proposed new 
buildings : 

A great union terminal passenger 
station at the Plaza site, which will 
cost upward of $25,000,000 It 
will be jointly used by the Southern 
Pacific ; Sante Fe ; Salt Lake and 
Pacific Electric. The station is ex- 
pected to be modeled aloug the lines 
of the famous union station at 
Washington, t). C. 

Trauman's Metropolitan Theatre, 
being erected at Sixth an t Hill 
Streets at a cost of 13,000,000, with 
a seating capacity of 4000 people, 
will be open to the public on or 
about January 1, 1922. The build 
ing, when completed, will be twelve 
stories high and will have more than 
400 offices. Facing Sixth Street aud 
Hill Street will be ten store rooms. 
Mr. Gran in an said " When the 
theatre is completed, we hope to 
preseut Los Angeles with absolutely 
the linest cinema palace in the 
world. There is nothing like it any- 
wheie. We shall show upon its 
screen the best pictures obtainable, 
and iu addition we will present in 
persou some of the world's most 
famous artists, including come 
diaus, musicians, film stars, soloists, 
actors and actresses. There will be 
oue hun ired pieces in the orchestra, 
the largest musical organization in 
any motion picture theatre in the 
world. These musicians will com 
prise the best talent in the United 
States. 

Los Angeles is to have a magni- 
licieut new metropolitan hotel, t e 
largest hosterly of Hny kind west of 
Chicago, containing 1000 rooms and 
located at Fifth aud Olive Streets, 
facing Pershing Square. The 
hotel is to be built at an estimated 
cost of between $6,000,000 and 
$7,000,000, and will be named the 
Los Angeles' Baltimore. 

On behalf of the people of the 
City of Los Augeles, Mayor Snyder 
signed the contract providing for 
i be establishment of the Los 
Angeles Memorial Coliseum iu Ex 
position Park. The Memorial Coli 
seum will tie built at a cost of 
$1,000,000, and will have a seating 
capacity of 75,000. The proposed 
structure will be a combination sta 
ilium and amphitheatre and will be 
the largest of the sort iu the woild. 

Woik on the new Second Stieet 
tunnel connecting Figueroa aud 
Hill Streets was started a few weeks 
ago Irom the Figueroa St. Eud. 
This tunnel, when completed, will 
be of great service to the down town 
buieness center of the city. Pint 
and Fifth Streets are soon to be cut 
through. The present Third Street 
tunnel will be improved with uew, 
white euemaled bricks, like the 
Brdadway tunnel. The Pacific 
Fleet tic Railway is now figuring 
on a great tunnel from the Hill 
Station to Figueroa Street.

4 «!»■• PreMlatorlr Bird. 

The Awerrcan Museum of Natnr- 
al History baa acquired the bones of 
a remarkable bird called Diatryma, 
wbicb live in the Rocky Mountain 
region in the Eocene period, some 
three million years ago, a contem- 
porary of the little four-toed horse, 
EobippnH. So far as in known, it 
was the largest bird that has ever 
lived north of Panama. The bones 
of Diatryma were found in the fos- 
sil beds or bad lands of the Bighorn 
Basin in northwestern Wyoming, 
embedded in a layer of soft bluish 
■bale. Nearly all the parts of the 
skeleton were found, so that the 
museum has been able to make a 
complete restoration of the bird. 
The skeleton stands nearly seven 
feet high and shows that the Dia- 
tryma bad a massive neok and a 
head about seventeen inches long. 
The wings were evidently of little 
use to the bird even in running. 
Zoologists believe that Diatryma 
waded in the shallow streams and 
fed upon fresh-water clama. Its 
great beak was I to 

craek their shells. Little is known 
of the bird life of those prehistoric 
days and of that region, but Dia- 
tryma, because of its great size, 
powerful neok ami head and strong 
beak, was undoubtedly the bird 

oarch of the period.
